Brand New Round Table 


Trainer William Molter on Round 
Table, “horse of the year” in 3 year-end 
polls, in Daily Racing Form: “1 am pretty 
sure we had a top horse at 4, but L be- 
lieve he will be even better as a 5-year-old. 
Looking back at Round Table’s 4-year- 
old campaign, I can see better than anyone 
where I could have done things a_ hit 
differently to the greater credit and pres- 
tige of the horse. for I am certain that 
he is intrinsically better than his record 
alone would indicate. . . .

Ten Thousand a Year 


The number of Thoroughbred foals 
registered with The Jockey Club in New 
York has more than doubled since 1937, 
and has increased by 90 per cent since 
1945. Through December 15, according to 
data supplied by Mrs. Lillian Brennan, 
the registrar. there were 9,559 registra- 
tions for foals of 1955, 10.095 for 1956, 
10.730 for 1957. and 10.711 for 1958. The 
totals for the last few years, and especially 
for 1958, are incomplete. 

Most of last week’s issue was given over 
to reporting the yearling sales of 1958, 
and one tabulation gave the number of 
registered foals for comparison with the 
number of auction yearlings from each 
crop. The percentages cannot be caleu- 
lated exactly. since some yearlings are sold 
more than once. but it is apparent that 
the percentage of yearlings sold by auction 
has tended to decline in the last few 
vears. In 1949 the yearlings sold were 21.3 
per cent of the registrations of the  pre- 
vious year. Percentages for the last half- 
18.6 in 1953, 17.9 in 
17.3 in 1956, 16.4 in

Lonpon. The 1958 English racing sea- 
son will be remembered for several out- 
standing performers and chiefly — for 
the exploits of Ballymoss and Gladness, 
both owned by that fine American sports- 
man John McShain and turned out by 
the Irishman Vincent O’Brien, who broke 
all records for an overseas trainer when 
the 4 horses he sent over from Ireland 
won 9 races and £53.543. 

The 3-year-old colts and _ fillies were 
well up to standard, and the St. Leger 
winner Alcide was one of the best staying 
colts we have seen for years. Best of the 
fillies was the French Bella Paola, but 
several local products. “such as None 
Nicer, Cutter, and Mother Goose. were 
well above average. 

The  handicappers outstanding. 
Babur carried 126 pounds and won. the 
one-mile Lincolnshire from a field of 37; 
Gladness carried 133) pounds and won 
the 1%4-mile Ebor Handicap from a field 
of 25: Morecambe carried 127 pounds 
and won the 214-mile Cesarewitch from a 


were 
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field of 30: and London Cry carried 131 
and won the 11,-mile Cambridgeshire from 
a field of 33. 

The 2-year-olds did not appear out of 
the ordinary. but this was not unusual or 
disheartening, for in the years when the 
juveniles have been rated a vintage crop 
they have. more often than not. failed 
to train into top-class second-season 
performers. 

Finally. before going on to review the 
season in more detail, it is gratifying to 
note that once again the Queen had a 
highly successful year. She won 21 races 
and £47.416, taking second place to Me- 
Shain in the list of winning owners. Her 
Majesty's total winnings since 1953. the 
year of her coronation, now amount. to 
106 races and stakes worth £190,141. 

This time last year I wrote: “The 2- 
year olds were a disappointing lot 
but if T had to pick out the winner of 
the 1958 Derby now, this Alycidon colt 
(Alceide) is the one I would select.” 

This estimate was not far out of line. 
Alcide did not run in the Derby. but he 
won the St. Leger with such ease that he 


was rated 5 pounds over the Derby winner 
Hard Ridden in the Free Handicap at 
the end of the season. 

It was generally thought that the Two 
Thousand Guineas, the first of the classics, 
would be won by. the American-bred colt 
Bald Eagle. owned by Harry Guggenheim 
and trained by Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort. 
Bald Eagle, a leggy brown colt by *Nas- 
rullah out of Siama, had won his only race 
as a 2-year-old and had beaten Nagami 
by a length in the Craven Stakes at New- 
market on April 17. 

Bald Eagle had not been fully wound 
up that day, but no fault could be found 
with his condition when he entered the 
parade ring before the Two Thousand 
Guineas on April 30. He started a hot 
favorite at 7 to 4 but never Jooked like 
winning at any stage and finished nearer 
last than first. 

The race went to the Queen’s toughly 
made colt Pall Mall (from the same stable 
as Bald Eagle). by Palestine out of the 
Portlaw mare Malapert. He beat Major 
Portion by half a length, with Nagami 3 
lengths away in third place. 
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Nagami, third in the English Derby and St. Leger, won the Gran Premio del 
Jockey Club at Milan, Italy. He was given sixth-highest weight in the Free H. 


Hard Ridden, bought by Sir Victor Sassoon for 270 guineas as a yearling, won 
the Irish Two Thousand Guineas and the English Derby. In his last race of 
the season, he was unplaced in the King George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes, 
but it later was explained that he had been having leg trouble before the race. 


Pall Mall won once more. but at Good- 
wood in August he was later soundly 
beaten by Major Portion. Nagami, a game 
and consistent colt, went on to finish third 
in the Derby and St. Leger and was fourth 
in the Irish Derby, but the only race he 
won was 800 miles away in Milay. where 
in October he beat a second-class field for 
the Gran Premio del Jockey Club. 


Bella Paola and Hard Ridden 


1 do not rate Pall Mall an outstanding 
winner of the Two Thousand Guineas. but 
I do consider that Bella Paola was one 
of the best winners of the One Thousand 
Guineas for many years. This massive. 
lop-eared black filly. owned and bred by 
M. Francois Dupre, the Paris hotelier. is 
trained by Francois Mathet. who won the 
Derby with Phil Drake in 1955 and the 
Oaks with Sicarelle in 1956. 

Some years ago. while motoring in the 
Rhine Valley. Dupre stopped to inspect a 
foal called Rhea Ll. by the German horse 
Gundomar out of a mare he had bred. 
Regina IV. Dupre bought Rhea UH. which 
later won 2 races for him, and then sent 
her back to Germany to be mated with 
Ticino, the leading sire in that country. 
The result was Bella Paola. the second- 
leading 2-year-old in France in 1957. After 
winning a small race at Maisons-Laffitte 
in April, she was sent to Newmarket and 
started at 1] to 8 on for the One Thousand 
Guineas. which she won by one and a half 
lengths from another French filly Amante. 
with Alpine Bloom 3 lengths farther away 
in third place. 

A month later Bella Paola won the 
Oaks by 3 lengths from Mother Goose, 
Cutter, and None Nicer (later second to 
Aleide in the St. Leger). She was un- 
luckily beaten in the French Derby. run 
only 10 days after the Oaks. but returned 
to England in October to win the Cham- 
pion Stakes from ihe Irish Derby winner 
Sindon. Major Portion. and the Cam- 
bridgeshire winner London Cry. 

Now for the Derby. It was thought that 
Aleide. a bay colt by Alyeidon out of the 
King Salmon mare Chenille. was a_rea- 
sonably good thing following a 12-length 
win in the 1'5-mile Derby Trial Stakes 
at Lingfield in May. 

Here at last. we thought, was a colt 
which could stay the full distance and. 
what is more. could negotiate the left- 
handed downhill turn. The Lingfield track 
resembles Epsom in this respect. However. 
about 10 days before the Derby. Alcide 
pulled a stomach muscle. and on June 1, 
3 days before the big race. he was with- 
drawn. 

It seemed then that the Derby was at 
the merey of Mme. Suzy Volterra’s Noelor 
or Baron Geoffrey de Waldner’s Walla- 
by. 2 colts trained in France, where their 
form had shown them to be stayers of the 
highest class.: Bald Eagle. which had won 
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a minor race at York after his miserable 
display in the Two Thousand Guineas, was 
again well backed. and so was the con- 
sistent Nagami. 

There were 4 Irish horses in the field: 
*Alberta Blue, ridden by Johnny Longden, 
who had got off to a flying start with a 
winner at Epsom the previous day; *Al- 
berta| Pride. Hard Ridden. and Paddy's 
Point. The enly 2 with market quotations 
were *Alberta Blue and Hard Ridden, 
each at 18 to 1. Paddy's Point and *Al- 
berta Pride were on the 100-to-l mark. 

The Miner's Lamp. long- 
backed chestnut colt which had won over 
part of the Derby course in April. came 
in for fair support: so did Phil Bull's 
Guersant colt Guersillus. which had beaten 
Miner’s Lamp in the Newmarket Stakes. 

The French colt Wallaby. by Fast Fox 
out of Wagging Tail. by Tourbillon. stood 
out on looks as the ficld paraded before 
the stands. but Noelor, unbeaten his 
own country. looked as if he had left the 
race behind on the Chantilly training 
track, as indeed he had. 

The race was over soon after the field 
had rounded Tattenham Corner into the 
straight for it was obvious then that 
acthing was going to beat Hard Ridden 
and his veteran jockey Charles Smirke. 
who took the lead more than a furlong 
from home to win very easily from Paddy’s 
Point, with Nagami once again in third 
place. 

Baroco. a French 3-year-old which had 
been bought as a prize in a newspaper 
competition, was a close-up fourth, while 
Guersillus, *Alberta Blue and = Miner’s 
Lamp were also close on the heels of 
the placed horses. 

Hard Ridden had been well fancied 
by his Irish connections, for not only had 
he won the [Trish Two Thousand Guineas 
easily in May. but he had put up a re- 
markable training gallop with Ballymoss 
a week before the Derby. 

Sir Victor Sassoon, who won the Derby 
with Pinza in 1953 and with Crepello in 
1957. had paid only 270 guineas for Hard 
Ridden as a yearling. At that time Sir 
Victor could not have guessed that he 
had purchased a colt good enough even 
to run in the Derby. since the sire. Hard 
Sauce, had been a sprinter. none of whose 
progeny had stayed much more than a 
mile. 

Hard Sauce’s sire. *Ardan. has, of 
course, plenty of stamina in his blood. but 
his dam, Saucy Bella, was by the sprint- 
er Bellacose out of a mare by Mr. Jinks. 
There was, however, an abundance of 
staying blood in the pedigree of Hard 
Ridden’s dam. Toute Belle Il. by Admiral 
Drake out of Chatelaine. a French mare 
descended from a long line of stayers. 

Hard Ridden’s only other race was the 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes at Ascot in July. when he finished

Disciples of Patience 


Piarulli has a 
philosophy for training 


Miami. Joe 
straightforward 
horses: 

“If you’ve got decent stock and all the 
patience in the world, you’ve got to be 
successful.” 

One of the better products of the god- 
dess patience is Vertex, a powerfully made 
14-year-old chestnut bred by F. A. 
Piarulli, Joe’s father, and owned by Joe 
and J. J. Brunetti. 

Vertex, taking things easy at the mo- 
ment at Hialeah Park, seems to be the 
horse to beat in the major Florida stakes 
for older horses this winter—the McLen- 
nan and Widener Handicaps at Hialeah 
and the Gulfstream Park Handicap. 
Piarulli is galloping Vertex, but does not 
plan to start him until well into’ the 
Hialeah meeting. 

Vertex arrived at Hialeah 
straight triumphs—an overnight race fol- 
lowed by the Trenton and Idlewild Handi- 
caps and the Pimlico Special. 

Piarulli becomes ecstatic every time he 
looks at Vertex. and no one can blame 
him. This is a picture colt. with well 
muscled shoulders and quarters and sub- 
stantial bone. 

“They don’t come any handsomer than 
this one,” Piarulli said. “He looks like 
he’s in stud right now. He'll be a great 
stud, too. Intelligent, good bones, speed. 
and all the stamina in the world. 

“You can’t take back with him. he’- 
too quick, runs too easily. A true distance 
horse? Absolutely. His best races have 
been at a mile and an eighth, a mile and 
three-sixteenths. After the Idlewild—that 
was a mile and an_ eighth—Boulmetis 
couldn't pull him up until he hit the 
three-eighths pole. When he got back to 
the barn he took one sip of water and 
that was it.”

Piarulli, a dark, stocky man, was grad- 
uated from LaSalle College, and he once 
contemplated teaching or law as a_ pro- 
fession. He wears horned-rim glasses and 
is articulate in the best tradition of the 
pedagogue. 

“IT majored in education, but actually it 
wasn't too hard a decision.” he said. “A- 
soon as I graduated I went right into 
training. My father has been in the busi- 
ness for 18 years. and I've always loved 
horses.” The senior Piarulli has been 
breeding horses for 10 years at Camden. 
N. J. He also deals in real estate and 
other enterprises. 

been lucky enough to do pretty 
well from the start,” Joe said. “Ive had 
my share of winners right along. but no- 
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body recognized it before this year. After 
Vertex’s last 4 races they start catering 
to you a little bit.” 

Piarulli also trained Rico Tesio this 
summer. In the weeks preceding the run- 
ning of the Idlewild and Pimlico Futurity. 
he rushed between Pimlico. where Rico 
Tesio was preparing for the Futurity. and 
Jamaica, where Vertex was stabled for 
the Idlewild. 

On the big day. November 22. Vertex 
won his race by 5 lengths over Bardstown 
while Rico Tesio finished second to In- 
tentionally. Piarulli chose to enter Vertex.

“because no one else had ever saddled 
him in his life.” 

Jim Conway has taken over Rico Tesio. 
but Piarulli still has to hustle. Vertex and 
stablemate Snommis are on the far side 
of Barn B. and the other of Piarulli’s 
horses.

Vertex. by The Rhymer—Kanace. by 
Case Ace. looked like a good one from 
the start. 

Piarulli 
said. “I don't believe in running a young 
horse until he’s good and ready. Especially 
with a colt as big as this one. He won 


“He was a late 2-year-old.” 
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his first race by 7, and then he won an 
allowance. Next time out, in a stakes, he 
bucked his shins and finished fourth. That 
was all for his 2-year-old year. As a 3- 
year-old he won the Choice Stakes and 
Boardwalk—won 5 and was second 3 
times in 8 starts. Then we got to the 
Roamer and it was a rough day.” 

In that stakes Vertex tore the wall from 
his left fore foot and wrenched his knee, 
but continued on gamely to be second to 
Promised Land at 1,°; miles. 

“With Vertex. | stop on him at the 
slightest sign of trouble. In a case like the 
Roamer, where the injury was not slight, 
| gave him 7 months. 

“A lot of people came around asking 
why I didn’t run the horse. Well. nobody 
knows better than I when to let up and 
when to go on with him. The most. im- 
portant thing for any trainer is to keep 
his horse sound. This is especially true 
with stakes horses. 

“When you're running in stakes you 
don't get a breather any step of the way. 
When a horse is hurting just a little bit 
he can’t put out 100 per cent in a stakes 

and you need 100 per cent in any stakes. 

“Pm Jucky that my owners (Brunetti 
and F. A. Simmons, owner of Snommis) 
give me complete freedom. If I don’t feel 
my horse is perfectly fit. I don’t have to 
run him.” 

Piarulli went to Vertex’s stall. opened 
the colts mouth and pulled out his tongue. 
The horse, amazingly well behaved. stood 
quietly, Piarulli peered inside his mouth, 
noted a slight nick and applied medica- 
tion. 

Vertex” groom told Piarulli the colt 
“was a little loose.” 

“Don’t mash him tonight.” Joe said. 
“Give him. straight oats.” 

“IT don’t miss a trick with this horse.” 
Joe said. moving away. 

Piarulli prefers a small stable, made up 
entirely of class horses. “I’m in the mar- 
ket for a couple of class horses right 
now.” he said. “I won't claim. It’s not 
easy to find good ones, there aren’t many 
around. But if I'm going to get ulcers, I'd 
rather get them over good horses.” 

Joe returned to the stall and embraced 
Vertex. “Its a real pleasure to be around 
a horse like this, never does a_ thing 
wrong. You don’t even have to tie him 
when you groom him. [I can stand and 
look at this horse all day long.” 

Vertex has won 12 of 19 starts. earning 
$206.395. 

Snommis. a chestnut colt by The Rhy- 
mer—Whipped Cream, by Pasturized. is 
being pointed for the Flamingo. 

In line with Piarulli’s theory about 
taking his time with 2-year-olds, he has 
not started either Athen’s Ace, a gray colt 
by Greek Warrior—Kanace. or Red Dip- 
per. a chestnut gelding by *Big Dipper II 
—Fantomas. 
fine-looking;: I 


“Theyre bred okay. 
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hope to start them here. I haven't set 
them down yet; can’t tell what they'll do.” 

Piarulli explained why Vertex. after 
beating Bardstown a head in the Trenton, 
beat him by 5 lengths 15 days later in 
the Idlewild, despite a 2-pound switch in 
the weights. 

“In the Trenton Vertex was on the 
inside on an off track. in the deep going 
all the way around. In the Idlewild it was 
just the opposite—Bardstown was on the 
inside.” 

In contemplating the McLennan, Wide- 
ner. and Gulfstream Handicaps. Piarulli 
said a shift in weights might make a dif- 
ference. Or Nadir. Lincoln Road. or an- 
other 4-year-old might be tough. “But 
right now.” he added, “I guess Vertex is 
the horse to beat.”

NEW YORK 
Chute to Be Abandoned 


The New York Racing Association this 
week announced that it would not run 
any more races down Belmont  Park’s 
Widener chute. 

President John W. Hanes said all flat 
races would be contested over the main 
track or over the grass course. That part 
of the chute which lies outside of the 
main track will be used for parking an 
additional 4.500 automobiles. 

The board of directors decided to aban- 
den the 615-furlong chute because of “the 
recognized difficulty from the spectators’ 
standpoint” and because the association 
wished to “insure the best possible grass 
racing on the new infield course.” 

The chute, where it had crossed the 
grass course. will be sodded. the 
grass strip will be known as the Widener 
Turf Course. 


New Track Incorporating 


The New York State Racing Commis- 
sien has been asked to approve a certifi- 
cate of incorporation for the Finger Lakes 
Racing Association, which plans to con- 
struct a $4-million race track in the town- 
ship of Farmington, in Ontario County. 
The site is close to the New York State 
Thruway and about 4 miles north of 
Canandaigua. 


The application was filed by the New 
York City law firm of Whitman. Ransom, 
and Coulson on behalf of Cyrus S. Jullien. 
former president of Aqueduct: John T. 
McGuire, of New York City: Jules Schan- 
brom. of Westhaven, Conn.; and Bernard 
FE. Francis. of Elmwood, Conn. 

Specifications for the track include 
accommodations for approximately 18.000 
patrons. The association has not indicated 
the racing dates it would prefer. but the 
site is far enough removed from New York

Beau Max’s Sons 


Racing secretary Jimmy Kilroe made 
How Now the highweight under 124 
pounds for the inaugural feature, the 
Palos Verdes Handicap at 6 furlongs, and 
fans made the son of Beau Max a 2-1 
favorite. They picked the wrong part of 
the family. How Now, after flashing speed 
to the turn, dropped back and_ finished 
sixth, while another son of Beau Max, 
Golden Notes, raced to a half-length vie- 
tory over *Seaneen in 1:09%5. 

How Now and Golden Notes at one 
time were stablemates. owned by the King 
Ranch and trained by capable W. J. 
(Buddy) Hirsch. How Now was sold to 
George C. Newell. of Seattle. and had 2 
big years. during which time he defeated 
Golden Notes regularly. So the latter’s 
triumph in the Palos Verdes was more 
than a little welcome to Hirsch. 

Jedgar Ruler was on the rail, How Now 
in the middle, Terrang on the outside. 
and they went down the backstretch in 
72224. and to the half-mile-pole in :4534. 
By this time, all 3 were weary and Gold- 
en Notes rushed up on the outside to take 
command without an Eddie 
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Arcaro quickly cut to the rail, and opened 
a 5-length lead. 

In the last sixteenth, *Seaneen moved 
into contention but his bid came too late. 
He was half a length away at the wire. 

The next morning trainer Cecil Jolly 
announced that How Now was _ having 
splint trouble, and that the horse’s left 
leg would be fired lightly. Jolly hoped to 
have How Now back to the races before 
the close of the meeting. 


Hillsdale, Monk’s Hood 


On Saturday afternoon, Santa Anita's 
attendance was back to normal. For the 
second day of the season, a crowd of 
42,249 was on hand for the Malibu Stakes 
and the California Breeders Trial Stakes. 
both at 7 furlongs. 

The Malibu marked the first start for 
Jewel’s Reward since the Preakness, and 
the Maine Chance Farm’s  2-year-old 
champion of 1957 clearly was short. Hills- 
dale, on the other hand, turned out to be 
vastly improved since he was out this way 
last summer. 

Rerun set the pace down the back- 
stretch, with Jewel’s Reward only a head 
away. Entering the last quarter, Jewel's 
Reward took command briefly on the out- 
side, but that was as far as he was ready 
to go. He gave way almost immediately 
to Hillsdale, which boomed through on 
the rail and drew out quickly. For the 
last eighth of a mile, Hillsdale was with- 
out a chalenger, while Jewel’s Reward 
fought to save second. 

At the wire, Hillsdale’s margin was a 
growing 444 lengths, and Jewel's Reward 
had beaten Swaps Kin for place honors by 
a length and a half. Silky Sullivan, which 
had been among the 16 entered overnight 
for the Malibu, was early-morning 
scratch by trainer Reggie Cornell. 

The big field would have placed Silky 
at a disadvantage in a 7-furlong race, 
and Cornell feared the big chestnut colt 
was not quite ready to give his best. “We 
feel this horse owes a tremendous lot to 
the public.” Reggie added, “and when he 
goes, he must be at his best.” 

After his winning race at Tanforan early 
in December. Silky’s left) fore leg was 
fired again, but he is training soundly 
and looks to be in wonderful condition. 
The day he arrived at Santa Anita. Reggie 
had him on the seales. and Silky weighed 
1.165 pounds, about 150 pounds lighter 
than when he ran so poorly in last spring’s 
Kentucky Derby. 

“Tm sure that when he goes you're 
going to see a better Silky than ever be- 
fore.” Cornell continued. 

During the Hollywood Park meeting last 
summer, trainer Willie Alvarado claimed 
Monk’s Hood for $7,500, and the *King’s 
Abbey colt since then has been One of 
the best and most consistent 2-vear-olds 
in California. He won the CTBA Sales 
Stakes at Del Mar and was second in 3 
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straight before the California Breeders 
Trial Stakes. 

A 46-1 shot. The Biscuit. led most of 
the way. pacing the field by 2 lengths 
heading into the home stretch. Fightin 
Indian collared The Biscuit a furlong from 
the wire and looked the winner. Then 
Sapatiero moved up to challenge and, 
finally. in the last sixteenth, Monk’s Hood 
charged down the middle of the track to 
win going away by half a length.

Suit Settled 


A one-million-dollar damage suit against 
the estate of William P. Kyne, general 
manager of Bay Meadows race track be- 
fore his death in February, 1957, was set- 
tled last week. Superior Court Judge Harry 
J. Neubarth, of San Francisco, ordered 
the Kyne estate to pay $41.483 to the Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club, the corporation which 
owes Bay Meadows. and $55.000 to various 
attorneys who were involved in the suit. 

Plaintiff in the suit was Mrs. Eva S. 
Block. a Jockey Club stockholder and wife 
of Dr. Louis Block. Jockey Club director. 
Mrs. Block charged that Kyne “diverted” 
$357.799 from a track charity fund, used 
$520.575 of tracks funds to purchase stock 
in the Portland Turf Association, and 
“lost” $205.345 in land deals with the 
Bay Meadows Aviation Company. 

Mrs. Block also protested that officers 
of the track were paid excessive salaries. 
and Judge Neubarth ordered salary reduc- 
tions for 3 of the track’s officials. Her- 
man Cohen, director of racing. was cut 
from $35.000 a year to $32.500, with an 
annual expense account of $5,000. Mrs. 
Dorothy Kyne. who replaced her husband 
as general manager. was reduced $19,000 
to a salary of $6.000 a year. with an an- 
nual expense account of $2.500. Robert 
Gunderson, director of operations, had 
$7.000 cut from his $25.000 salary. and 
he was allowed an annual expense account 
of $2.500.

William) Maleolm Ingram, who operated the 
Lexington Granite Company for 43 years until his 
retirement about 5 years ago, was born in Aber- 
deenshire, Scotland, in 1885. At the age of 16 he 
was apprenticed to a granite cutter in his native 
country, and after 5 years of working at the trade 
for 5 shillings a week he had saved enough to pay 
for his passage to the United States. He arrived in 
1907, worked as a granite cutter in Vermont for 2 
years, then moved to Lexington in 1909, 

In 1927 Ingram bought his first race horse. 
Bather, and he has ewned a few Thoroughbreds 
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ever since. In the 1930’s he bred the stakes winners 
Broadway and Alaskan, but his best horse was 
the speedy Carrara Merble, 1945, by Coldstream— 
Georgia Marble. Carrara Marble placed in 7 added- 
money races and earned $64,098. 

One of 3 other foals produced by Georgia Marble 
was the unraced filly Vermont Marble, which 
produced the winners Stone of Scone and Jean Blair 
before dropping Scotland in the spring of 1956. 
Ingram had waited 30 years for a colt’ promising 
enough to be given the name of his homeland.

had the highest measure of success. but 
neither of these has had nearly so large 
a number of year-starters as Hyperion 
and *Court Martial, which rank third and 
fourth. (*Court Martial was not moved to 
Claiborne Farm in Kentucky until this 
year. ) 


Mest of the foreign sires have relatively 
small representation: the high indexes 
are largely the result of raiding done by 
French-trained horses of established class. 


The 38 sires with cumulative progeny 
indexes of 1.80 and upward represent 
10.4 per cent of the 366 stallions which 
had at least 20 year-starters and which 
had at least one runner each in 1958.

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we got our first horses in 1938. My first 
good runner was Boston Moon which, in- 
cidentally. was the first stakes winner for 
*Hunters Moon IV. I bought his dam 
from Walter Connolly. the actor, but bred 
and raised him myself. 

“I'd told everybody we'd have a cham- 
pagne party when we won, and one Sat- 
urday when he was entered. | went by the 
barn to tell them to get ice ready for the 
tubs. He won. and we had the party. Rose- 
mary, our daughter—she was a student at 
Stanford then—even gave champagne to 
Style Prince. remember. Style Prince 
was her horse and the first of *Alibhai’s 
stakes winners. It was quite a_ party, 
champagne from paper cups. 

“J. H. sold his racing stock in 1946, but 
I kept Good Excuse. She was always a 
favorite of mine, she and Blue Alibi. Then. 
when we had the complete dispersal in 
1956. I had to let those 2 go with all the 
others. It had to be everything because of 
the tax situation. No room for sentiment. 

“Do I get sentimental over horses? Why. 
of course. Terribly. I mentioned how badly 
losing those 2 made me feel, and after 
the sale Mr. (Travis M.) Kerr came to 
me and said he'd bought both mares. so 
they wouldn't have to leave Northridge 
but could stay right there where I could 
see them every day. He hugged and kissed 
me and reassured me it would be all right. 
because he knew how I felt about the 2. 

“Good Excuse was a better race horse 
than she has been as a broodmare. pos- 
sibly, but she’s still all right. She’s a full- 
sister to Solidarity, you know. I had to 
let her Coaltown filly. Cherrytown. go 
in the dispersal but bought her back later 
to replace another filly which died. I used 
the insurance money. in fact. Ryana Rose 
(*Reading I]—Blue Alibi) was under 
lease at the time of the sale. so I still have 
her. She’s a full-sister to Blue Reading. 

“Blue Alibi already has produced 3 
stakes winners as well as another foal that 
possibly was best of them all. except for 
an injury. | know J. H. thinks so. That 
was Bold Reading which placed in stakes. 
It hurt me to have to give them up in 
the sale. too. 

“The history of Blue Alibi helps to trace 
a lot of my own ups and downs in racing. 
She’s by *Alibhai out of the Blue Lark- 
spur mare Blue Breeze. After the injury 


forced *Alibhai out of racing. he was at 
Northridge for a year while Mr. (Louis 
B.) Mayer was building his farm at Perris. 
J. H. liked *Alibhai’s potential as a sire 
and we bred a couple of mares to him in 
1941. one of them Blue Breeze. Blue Alibi 
was a good race mare. winning 7 races 
and placing in 3 stakes. Actually. she was 
the first of *Alibhai’s get to emphasize 
his sire possibilities. 

“She also gave me Blue Reading. which 
1 am standing at the farm now. He ran 
pretty well for me, but he was always 
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going to the front early. After Billy Pear- 
son worked him once, he advised Clement 
Hirsch to claim him and suggested he be 
rated. so his good speed could be saved 
for the later stages. I lost him for $6.500. 
but I told Mr. Hirsch I wanted him back 
when he was through racing. 

“Well. Blue Reading went on to win 
numerous stakes and pile up a bankroll 
of more than $185.000 before Mr. Hirseh 
phoned to say his racing days were over 
and he was ready to sell him back to me. 
Blue Reading’s first crop was small. but 
he shows real promise as a sire. I believe. 

“Apple Valley. another of Blue Alibi’s 
sons. was a hard-luck horse. not being 
sound for more than 9 months of his entire 
racing career. but he was a true. stayer. 
He got gravel in a foot that hampered him 
for a while. then after winning the Del 
Mar Derby he hit the starting gate and 
knecked some teeih loose. His mouth was 
so sore he didn’t start again until Santa 
Anita. J. H. didn’t want to run him there. 
in fact. Apple Valley never did hold flesh 
well and he didn’t look too good when he 
shipped to Santa Anita from up north. 

“We tried rating him in a 6-furlong 
race and he was last—came back with his 
tengue swollen. He won his uext race, also 
at 6 furlongs. and that’s all the racing 
he had between Del Mar and the 1954 
Santa Anita Maturity. 

“But IT was sure he was going to win. 
Of course. I didn’t sleep any the night 
before. but I still positive Apple 
Valley would win that race. No one paid 
much attention to him in the paddock. 
Everybody was looking at Straight Face 
which had been flown out from Florida. 
His dam. Expression. had won the Arling- 
ton Lassie 10 years before when Blue 
Alibi. still a maiden. was third. Now their 
sons were going to have at it on a muddy 
track with the smog so bad the back- 
stretch was murky. Remember? 

“Apple Valley won easily. by 4 lengths. 
after leading all the way. Later. he was 
running well in the Santa Anita Handicap 
when a suspensory gave way and he bolt- 
ed. His first crop. 2-year-olds in 1958. was 
limited. but his foals are winning. T have 
high hopes for him. 

“TL bred Blue Alibi to Pedigree in 1951 
and registered the foal as Alibi Blue. 
which keeps me mixing up the 2 when I 
talk about them. He didn’t do too well as 
a 2-vear-old. but won at Hollywood Park 
and then began improving at Del Mar. He 
won twice at Bay Meadows and [I knew 
he was entered in a stakes there in Oc- 
tober. but I didn’t know its name. We had 
to go to Reno that week and for the first 
time | was in the lobby of the Mapes 
Hotel there. Right away. I saw a big lay- 
out of the Mapes Hotel of Reno Handicap 
to be run at Bay Meadows October 4. the 
following Saturday. and I realized that 
was the stakes Alibi Blue was entered in. 

“Well. sir. we drove back to Northridge 


that Saturday, but I just knew Alibi Blue 
was going to win. J. H. thought Sir Ruler 
might be too difficult for him to handle, 
but I had full confidence in him. As soon 
as we got home. Mary Strnad and J. H. 
went off to do some things on the farm and 
I turned on a kitchen radio to a broadcast 
of race results. The man was saying he'd 
have the winner of the feature at Bay 
Meadows in a minute and then he an- 
nounced it was Alibi Blue. VIL bet [ fright- 
ened some of the horses in the far pad- 
docks. the way | yelled. 

“T stand Fault Free (Faultless—Goose 
Chase. by Bold Venture) here also, you 
know. He placed in 7 stakes coming up to 
the Westerner at Hollywood Park in 1954, 
I thought he had a good chance and J. H. 
was so confident he was predicting victory 
days before the race. J. H. liad maintained 
for a long time that Fault Free would do 
better without blinkers, and I finally in- 
sisted that the trainer take them off. The 
colt seemed to run better without: them, 
too. 

“Anyway. he won the Westerner. He 
bowed in the race. and although we got 
him back to a winning effort at Del Mar 
later. his racing career was cut short. His 
first foals have caused a lot of admiration 
among horsemen. 

“Oh. racing has been a lot of fun and 
tremendously interesting. | guess I am a 
racetracker to that extent. But I like the 
farm and breeding field too.” 

—Did you follow the lead of Mr. Ryan’s 
trainer. accepting his ideas when you 
started ? 

“No. sir. We—Mary Strnad. J. H. and 
myself—were always on our own. We 
picked our own horses and trainers and 
paid our own bills. Of course, Mary and 
I took our troubles to J. H. a lot of times.” 

—How did you learn about horses? 

“Just picked it up. Anyone of average 
intelligence can’t be around horses and 
horsemen very long without acquiring a 
lot of knowledge the same as they would 
from experts in any other field.” 

If some other woman contemplated 
entering the field. how would you advise 
her to proceed ? 

“Buy a broodmare or 2. Get the best 
ones available. then breed to good sires. 
There’s a major part of the good in racing 
—planning the matings. watching the foals 
born and grow up. and finally go off to 
race in your colors. They ere truly your 
race horses then, I don’t care for claiming 
horses myself. In fact. | never have claim- 
ed one. as | don’t think there is any sports- 
manship in claiming horses. 

—Is racing a risky venture financially? 

“No more so than most investments. 
Horses have a value. just as their off- 
spring do. Of course. accidents can hap- 
pen. but all our horses are insured. the 
foals from the time they are 24 hours old. 
So I am protected against accidents. Our 
dispersal brought a large sum of money.

sixth of 8 runners. This display caused 
many to write him off as the worst Derby 
winner in years, but it takes a pretty good 
colt to win as he had; moreover, it tran- 
spired that he had been suffering from 
leg trouble before the Ascot race. 


Alcide’s Comeback 


With Hard Ridden out of the way and 
no prospect of any challenge from France. 
where the 3-year-old colts had shown 
themselves to be below par, interest in 
the St. Leger remained dormant till it 
was reported that Capt. Boyd-Rochfort 
had been putting some strong work into 
Alcide, which apparently had made a great 
recovery from his accident early in the 
summer. 

It was thought that if Alcide could be 
readied in time there would be no need 
to look further for the winner of the St. 
Leger, due to be run at Doncaster on 
September 13. The reappearance of this 
colt, which had not run since winning 
the Derby Trial Stakes in May. was anti- 
cipated with considerable interest. 

At York on August 20 Alcide was one 
of 5 runners for the 14%4-mile Great Vol- 
tigeur Stakes. The field included Guer- 
sillus. which had beaten None Nicer by 
5 lengths in the Gordon Stakes at Good- 


wood early in August, and Even Money, 
owned by the American C. H. Palmer 
and trained by Vincent O’Brien. Even 
Money had won ihe Ascot Gold Vase by 
5 lengths and was favored at 3 to 2 for 
this York race. Alcide was at 3 to 1. 

Before the race Capt. Boyd-Rochfort 
had told me that he had not had time to 
give Alcide all the work he required and 
that he would be quite content if his colt 
finished close behind Even Money. So 
you can imagine the captain’s feelings 
when Alecide took the lead more than a 
furlong out to win by 12 lengths from 
the Irish colt Arcticeelagh, with Guer- 
sillus third and Even Money fourth. 

Alcide immediately became an odds- 
on favorite for the St. Leger. This was 
not surprising. since the field included 
only 2 other runners which could be rated 
worthy to take part in a classie race, the 
filly None Nicer. which had won the 
Yorkshire Oaks the day before Alcide 
took the Voltigeur. and Nagami. The race 
was a formality. Aleide won by 8 lengths 
from None Nicer. which just beat Nagami 
for third place. 

It then was hoped that Alcide’s owner, 
Sir Humphrey de Trafford, would have 
a tilt at Europe’s most valuable prize. 
the Prix de Are de Triomphe, run at 
Longchamp early in October. However, 
it was decided that. having been lucky 
enough to make such a successful come-

Wrong Base 


When I first became a frequent reader 
of The Blood-Horse, in 1942, the magazine 
had an attitude of healthy doubt. But 
these serious times, together with the cold 
war, seem to have iced the humorous veins 
of the editors. If the long report of the 
recent TRA convention in San Francisco 
was intended as a space filler for your 
December 13 issue, shame on you. Let me 
point out a few thigh-slappers you missed 
in the more than ample account you gave 
of that convention. 

James D. Stewart, TRA president. led 
off the speeches with the usual salute to 
racing progress—more racing days, more 
attendance, more dollars bet, ete. “Just 
how successful Thoroughbred racing has 
been in attracting its share of the poten- 
tial audience is demonstrated by the 
figures. . . .” Here is a synopsis of the 
figures used by Stewart. Since 1943. na- 
tional population increase has been 21.8 
per cent, while attendance at the races 
has been increased 200 per cent. In 1943 
only 12.8 per cent of the adult population 
came to the races but 31 per cent will 
have come in 1958. We all know, of course. 
that racing does not have that broad an 
appeal. These figures are a case that the 
old) Kentucky boy warned against. 
“Figures don’t lie. but liars can figure.” 
warned A. Lincoln. 

With racing confined to slightly over 
half of our states any such figure as 3] 
per cent of the total adult population 
going to the races seems doubtful. Prob- 
ably there are some repeaters at the turn- 
stiles. On a closer examination we may 
find that 8 per cent of the adult popula- 
tion is really interested and that these 
people average almost 4 trips to the post 
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per year. I don’t know. Maybe Stewart is 
right on this point, but the base on which 
his figures are erected is ridiculous. 


He used 1943 as the base year. In 1943 
there was no California racing. I believe 
that Santa Anita housed parts of the 
tank corps. Half of our present Florida 
tracks hadn't been built. Downstate racing 
in [linois was out. Two of the 3 New Jer- 
sey tracks hadn't been designed then. 
And, incidentally. some of the 15-20 mil- 
lion servicemen of World War IL were 
abroad in 1943. They constituted a sizeable 
chunk of the adult population of the 
time. Oh yes. | remember 1943 well. be- 
cause Matt Winn sent me a brace of box- 
seat tickets to the Kentucky Derby that 
year. From my post in Camp Breckinridge 
I wrote an essay in defense of staging 
Count Fleet’s Derby in spite of gasoline 
rationing. It seems to me that when the 
men came back and the gas came back 
any paltry little 200 per cent increase in 
attendance is regrettable. If I had only 
gotten that pass in 1943, me and my 
friends would have swelled the 1943 totals 
and scotched some of this later nonsense. 


If his figures have little value it isn’t 


entirely Stewart’s fault. “AIL of the activ- 
ities .. . are performed with a paid staff 
of ... only 5 persons... .” It is really 
too much for those 5 persons. Naturally 
they grow tired. Being a New Yorker I 
know what they are up against in their 
public relations services. In| Manhattan 
the harness-racing people have it all their 
own way, with more TV, more radio news 
coverage, and the unmistakable appeal of 
nightlife to Manhattanites. Other TRA 
tracks don’t have the New York problem. 


In spite of the statistical boners in 
Stewart's speech I am in favor of the 
general impression he tried to project. He 
reflected a partial recognition, at least, 
that cataclysmic social changes have been 
occurring by the decades rather than by 
the centuries. as was the case during the 
Middle Ages. Perhaps if he had used 
1948 instead of 1943 figures we might 
have been given another insight into the 
philosophic conclusions of Ortega y Gas- 
set on the subject of population pressures 
on political and social changes. Stewart’s 
talk lacked only inches of being modern. 
Spencer Drayton. on the other hand, took 
us back until we were knee-deep in the 
Charles Evans Hughes era in New York, 
and Carrie Nation earlier. 

The magazine made a grievous editorial 
mistake in giving more than a brief nar- 
rative sumary of Mr. Drayton’s remarks. 
As readers and as writers we must depend

upon our editors to never forsake their 
blue pencils. However, in the event that 
critical editing of the remarks of such a 
man as Mr. Drayton is impolitic I -will 
accept the onus as a duty of a reader to 
come to the aid of his editors. 

The core text of Mr. Drayton’s address 
first appeared in 1947. For these many 
years we have had to listen to a second 
draft, and a third, a fourth, a fifth, and 
now a twelfth draft of that tired text. Per- 
haps Drayton is in the same position as 
Mr. Stewart: he probably had to draw 
on the efforts of those same 5 tired em- 
ployees of the TRA service bureau who 
supplied the statistics for Stewart. You 
can run these executive speeches through 
the typewriter only so many times before 
all sense has been lost. To save money on 
The Blood-Horse 1 suggest that you lock 
up the lines of type which contain the 
quoted material, and next year we'll have 
it ready in advance. 

“Before the TRPB was organized racing 
was plagued with an outbreak of stimula- 
tions, ringer cases, hoodlum ownership of 
horses, jockey rings, fixed races, sponging 
cases, and problems involving comeback 
money, wire service, and bookmaking.” He 
then lists some of the specific remedies. 
“Once this pregram (fingerprinting) was 
instituted seores. of arsonists, narcotic 
addicts, fixers, and hoodlums voluntarily 
left the sport fearing exposure.” That’s a 
disturbing sentence. I hope that someone 
apprehended these men before they reach- 
ed the business werld. 

In the next paragraph of Drayton’s re- 
marks we get old Paddy Barrie, the horse 
painter. Old Paddy was apprehended by 
the Pinkertons I think long before the 
TRPB was invented, and long before most 
of our current racing fans were out of 
grammar school. I may have a blind side 
regarding Paddy. Perhaps many of our 
racing people are genuinely interested in 
him, and if so, then Mr. Drayton was prob- 
ably within the bounds of poetic license 
to use him now. As you know, Paddy 
thrived during that era when big bootleg- 
gers were free-wheeling and swapping 
cigars with G-men, detectives, and the 
cop on the beat. There was a Federal law 
known as the 18th amendment in those 
days and it did heroic service as a national 
challenge to adult delinquency. 

But I’m still worried about them fellers 
who left racing voluntarily, fearing ex- 
posure. Aren’t they the ones,that the man 
on TV says have “fled to escape prosecu- 
tion of the crimes of etc., etc., etc. and 
anyone having information contact the 
FBI. Do not call this station.” 

Pretty soon (on page 1462, paragraph 
2) we find out that “stimulations have de- 
creased ... attempts to fix races and other 
frauds have diminished.” And even more 
ominous, “. . . many undesirables are pre- 
vented from obtaining licenses.” For gosh 
sakes. let’s call in Scotland Yard. After 
a dozen seasons we are back at undesir-

Maybe those bad old days of racing 


when we had jockey rings, fixed races, 
widespread stimulations. ete. should serve 


us as historical warning. But we would 
also like the current news in our annual 
reports from important organizations. Let 
us have less of untrained historians in- 
terpreting long-term trends. Let us have 
more of comparison between 1952 and 
1956, and between 1957 and 1958. “If 
we could first know where we are, and 
whither we are tending, we might better 
know what to do and how to do it.” said 
A Lincoln in his house-divided speech a 
century ago. It is only fitting that we 
should include a Lincoln quote on the 
Drayton side since we used one for Stew- 
art. 

There are some minor things wrong with 
the Drayton report which have annoyed 
me each year when he re-reports. Of 
course I am handicapped by being a New 
York hick. But all this emphasis upon 
the tattoo program to stop ringers. and 
the importance of the fingerprinting done 
by TRPB don’t ring true in these parts. 
If TRPB does do any fingerprinting in 
New York, I hadn’t heard about it; the 
Pinkertons fingerprinted me. In other 
states the lip tattoo may be checked by 
identifiers in the saddling ring at the 
tracks, but I’ve never seen that happen 
in New York. The Jockey Club and Pink- 
erton systems are the major devices in use 
here. I don’t believe that the tattoo is 


even required in New York. I know, | 
know. there are lots of things wrong in 
racing around New York—we_ probably 
have the worst racing press in the country. 
for one thing. But there are some thing: 
about New York racing which are rather 
all right.
